Washington, D. C., 
United States Senator Jaanes 
of Arkansas, died at his residence 
at 5:30 this afternoon, after an ilincss 
of a few hours, aged 69 years. He was 
one of the leading democrats in the sen- 
ate from 1885 to 1903, and was one of 
the Strongest supporters of William Jen. 
nings Bryan, having, as chairman of 
the damocratic national convention, con- 
ducted the cagsmpaigns of i896 and 1900. 
Since leaving the senate in 1903, he has 
conducted a fam practice in 
and has not actively engaged in politics. 

On Friday Senator Jones 
from a visit to his daughter, 
Leonora Carrigan. in Arkansas, and 
last night was apparently enjoying good 
health. Complaining slightly this morn- 
ing, he remained in bed and at 5:30 
o'clock this afternoon,. died, the imypor- 
tant cause o* death being heart failure. 

A native Missisaippi, where he 
was born in 1839, James Kimbrough 
Jones recéived a classical education and 
fought as a private soldier in the con- 
¢ederate ranks throughout the civil war. 
After becoming e resident of Dallas 
county, Arkansas, he lived on his plan- 
tation there until 16738, when he took up 
the prectice of law. He was elected to 
the ate the same year and became

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COTTON ACREAGE 
SHOWS DECREASE 


So the State Presidents of 
Farmers’ Union Report 


CONDITION IS NOT GOOD 


It Is Stated Weather Has Retarded 
Chepping—Cotton Ginners Do 
Not Agree With the Find- 
ings of the Union Of- 
ficials, 


Memphis, Tenn., June }.—At a meeting 
of the state presidents of the ®armers’ 
itiducational and Cooperative Union, who 
began their sessions here today, the total 
acreage of cotton planted May 30 was 
estimated at 28,832,000 acres as compared 
with 31,311,000 acres in 1907 (government 
estimate). This estimate is computed 
from reports received. from all of the 
cotton growing states. 

Condition Not Satisfactory. 


The reports show the growing 
generally to be in an unsatisfactory con- 
dition. lands suffering from overflow, it 
is shown, are among the most produc- 
tive and, it is considered that hundreds 
of thousands of bales have been lost to 
the ‘planters.

SLATON ON THE LEASE OF 
CONVICTS OF THE STATE 


‘he disposition of the convicts for the 


years will be determined Dy 


ing session in June. 
Hon. Jchn M. Slaton is speaker of the 
house, which body, with the senate, will 


dispoewe of the matter. 
In view of this situation the following 


Atlanta Constitution July 20, 1903, will 


be of interest. 

Mr. Slaton warmly advocated good 
roads and the employment of convicts 
so tar as practicable in the improvement 
of these thoroughtaree. The speech, oc- 
cupying some three columns, is too long 
to print in full, but the following will be 
oT tnterest. 

Mr. Slaton said: 

“Why should tne cities be arraigned 
in this argument? In the county of ful- 
ton, the city supplies the great proportion 
of the county taxes, and an almost equal- 
ly great proportion of these taxes are 
expended outside of the city among the 
farms of the county. Outside of the city 
ot Atlanta there are over two thousand 
white voters, a large proportion of whom 
are tarmers. When an alliance is form: 
ed, when a granger movement occurs, 
the tarmer of Fulton county is the broth- 
er of the tarmer of Clinch county, and 
all unite for the upbuilding of the agr!-! 
cultural interests. Why, therefore, when 
the representatives of Fulton county fa- 
vor the use of the convicts upon tne 
roads outside of the city of Atlanta 
should the cities be charged with im- 
proper motives? In the city of Atianta 
belgian biocks are laid at an immense} 
cost. We have macadamized roads in 
this county running from Buckihead in 
the northern part of the county to Camp- 
bell county, on the south, and to De-! 
Kalb county in another direction, and | 
well worked roads nearly to the Chatta- 
hoochee in another direction. The best | 
Way to judge whe sincerity of any men 
is tO determine what they have done un- 
der similar circumstances. In Fulton 
county the cost of the courts aione 
amount to $60,000 a year. This does not 
imclude the cost of confining criminals 
in jail, nor of building jails. The pbuild- 
ing of tihe jafl in this county cost $165,- 
ouUv. ine county rate of taxation amount- 
ed to almost douie tthe state tax. WS 
have 277 misdemeanor convicts, which 
are now utilized in working the roads 
ot Fulton county, and we have had the 


The county commissioners of our county 
state that if they can get 289 convicts 


they can easily utilize them to adyan- 
tage, and for twenty-five years to come 
their employment can be continued with 
profit directiy to those living Outside of 
the city in this county with indirect 
benefit to the entire county. If the coun- 
ty commissioners have heretofore em- 
ployed to advantage ,the large number 
of misdemeanor convicts in working 
these roads, and have learned the wisdom 
of such operation, and they wish more 
convicts at the expense of thig country 
to work on these roads, isn’t that ample 
contirmation of ,their judgment and a 
recommendation to other counties in the 
state to do likewise” 


Advantage of Good Roads. 


“Wihat is the benefit of good roads? 
Where does the literature on the subject 
come from’ You obtain reading mat- 
ter on this question from the United 
States department of agriculture. The 
cities nave their streets already con- 
The roads of the farmers are 
almost in the same condition they were 
twenty-five years ago. This is a matter 
which more vitally benefits the farmer 
than the city. 

"A farmer hauls with a wagon a load 
of half a ton. He hauls it 10 miles. His 
team tor the day on a fair road can 
make a round trip. Suppose the value 
of the service is $2 or $3 a day. He has 
hauled thalf a ton !0 miles, which is 
equivalent to one ton 5 miles, and he

has spent $2.50. We has paid 50 cents 
per ton per mile in the crude trans- 
portation in which he is engaged. ‘The 
railway takes that ton of freight at the 
nearest station, and carries it to almost 
any point that the farmer desires at one- 
fiftieth or one-hundredth of the rate 
which he paid for this work. ‘The 
science of transportation is de- 
veloped in one case; it is to- 
tallv undeveloped in the othe-. 
Now, it goes without saying that if he 
can haul two toms over the same road 
between his house and the station with 
the same team, the same wagon, fhe 
Same driver, with which the formerly 
hauled one-half ton, his expense is re- 
duced to one-tourth. His income ig in- 
creased. If his farm ig offered for sale, 
it commands a higher price, because the 
product is worth more, and the entire 
country at large must necessarily be 
benefitted. 

"On tihe floor of this fhhouse I have 
never heard a discriminating remark 
made by the representatives of the larger 
counties. We have felt, and always feel, 
the same patriotic love for the state of 
Georgia that is telt by the counties in 
the north to those which are washed by 
the seas upon the south. ‘ihe great 
question for us is to determime that 
which the Scripture pronounced to be 
une quality of the wise man, ‘to do that 
which is best for Israel.” We are all 
Struggling to benefit our state and its 
people. Allow me tO quote to you a 
classic on this question of good roads, 
taken from a speech by a student of 
the question: ‘While great combinations 
of capital are seeking to mopopolize and 
control the water and railroad routes, 
tor the improvement of which the gov- 
erniient (has expended so much, the com- 
mon ‘highways belong to all of the peo- 
ple of the United States. No combina- 
tion Ot capital can monopolize or con- 
trol them. ‘Their benefits, like the dews 
of heaven, descend alike upon the just 
and the unjust, the child of the poor as 
well as the child of the rich. A ‘saving 
of 5 per cent of the cost of transporta- 
tion would represent an amount exceed- 
ing the output of every gold mine in the 
land.’ 

“Another blessing to come ‘witth 
roads will be the stimulus and encour- 
agement to rural life, farm life. The 
present tendency of population to rush 
into the great cities makes neither for 
the health nor the character, the intel- 
ligence nor the morals of the nation. It 
has been said that no living man can 
trace his ancestry on both sides to four 
generations Of city residents. The brain 
the morals of the city 
are constantiy replenished from the 
country. ‘The best home life is upon the 
farm, and the most sacred thing in 
America is the American home. It 
lies at the foundation of our institutions, 
of our health, Of our character, our pros- 
perity, our thappiness here and here- 
after. God guard well the American 
home, and this done, come all the pow- 
ers of darkness and they shall not pre- 
vail against us. Whatever shal] tend to 
create a tove for country lIife, to de- 
crease the rush for the city, instill a 
desire to dwell in the society of nature. 
will make for the health, the happiness, 
the refinement, the moral and intellectua] 
improvement ot the people. 

“Mr. Chairman, Napoleon boasted that 
wherever his rule went he left behind 
him roads and bridges. In England to- 
day, next to the influence on the Eng- 
ilsh language, Rome stamped her con- 
quest most permanently by the construc- 
tion of roads, which bear testimony to 
her wisdom and statesmangship. When 
the French emperor with his engineers 
cut a path across the Alps the declared, 
“Beyond the Alps lies Italy.” It was Italy 
which stood for sunny skies and 
the realization of choicest hopes, the ex- 
change of the mountain glaciers for 
smiling slopes. 1 believe that if we shall 
adopt the principles of this measure,, so 
that the roads of Georgia may be mtel- 
ligently and systematically improved and 
constructed, it will mean to the cit?

Although There Were Some De-~ 
clines, Caused by Profit-Tak- 
ing, the Market Closed 
Buoyant and Ac- 
tive. 


New York, June |:—The strength of 
the stock market today, oth in its ex- 
tent and in its character, proved a sur- 
prise to the most hopeful observers, The 
upward course of prices showed a mo- 
mentum and absence of hesitation that 
were of convincing effect on those that 
had been doubtful of the range of prices 
prevailing. The most conspicuous buy- 
ing was by brokerage houses, who were 
the heaviest sellers in the break of Jast 
week, and who are commonly supposed 
to represent the financial forces which 
were credited with the previous opera- 
tions dor the rige. The inferences as to 
the personalities supposed to be thus in- 
dicated made up the strongest § gsenti- 
mentai influence in the day’s operations. 
These operations continued to an over- 
whelming extent in the Hill and Har- 
riman stocks, St. Paul and Reading, 
and switched, to a slight extent, during 
the day to United States Steel and Ama)- | 
gamated Copper. So far as any actual 
new developments were an influence in 
the market, the enactment of the emer- 
gency currency measure andthe ad- 
journmeént were the principal factors. It 
is a speculative tradition to bid up 
prices of stocks on the adjournment of 
congress, on the assumption that legis- 
lative activities are caiculated to en- 
croach on corporation privileges and 
valuations, rather than the contrary. At 
the present period speculative sentiment 
has been more than usually sensitive 
on this subject, and was the more in- 
clined to relief over the cessation of ac- 
tivities by the legislative body. There 
has been, in fact, an undercurrent of 
apprehension that the extraordinary sit- 
uation of the government revenues 
might preclude the usual government 
measures of relief ffor the money mar- 
ket this fall, and so lead to some mo- 
ments of embarrassment. This feeling 
is reflected in the- gyune financial cir- 
cular of the National City bank, in 
which occurs this comment: 

“The new currency ibill is likely to 
have a bearing upon the attitude of the 
treasury toward the money markets. In 
all probability, since emergency bank 
note issues have been provided. for, the 
treasury will not feel under the neces- 
Sity of making so great provision for 
meeting the fall stringency as_  for- 
merly.” | 

It {is argued further that the treas- 
ury will have wider latitude for meet- 
ing maturing bond and note issues out 
of cash resources, with an effect of in- 
creasing the amount of capital in the 
market seeking reinvestment. ' 

There twas some revision of opinion. 
evidently as to the scope of the effect 
of the Wabash-Pittsburg receivership, 
especially amongst the other Gould 
properties... The Hill stocks were sub- 
ject of continued, rumors of assumed 
benefits to accrue ftom the new Burling- 
ton pond sale. Further sales of bond 
issues to bankers and the progress of 
sulyscriptions to issues offered by bank- 
ers were a satisfactory iodex of the op- 
portunities for securing new capital for 
enterprise. | 

Gold ‘was engaged in additional 
amounts-.for shipment to Europe, and 
Paris continued to draw gold from the 
London market, notwithstanding a de- 
clining tendency in Paris interest rates. 
London rates also continued to yield in 
spite of the demand wpon that center. 
The money market in New York as well, 
showed undiminished ease. Evidently 
Berlin is the center whose exigencies 
are still to be satisfied, but with prom- 
ise that they also will be early met. 

The stock market showed wonderfwl 
resiliency at the last, coming up per- 
sistently from successive setbacks from 
the eager sales to take proffits, and 
closing buovant and furiously active.
